Postal Reform 


The vital need to reform the United States 
Postal Service has 
been brought 
home with 
force by the strike of postal workers at several 
key locations in the east and midwest. 
The Daily Press was one of the first of area 
businesses to feel the effects of the slowdown 
of service as the flow of regular mail, magazines, 
newspapers, cartoons, comics and other syndi­ 
cated material dropped significantly, despite the 
fact that Escanaba postal employes were not in­ 
volved in the walkout. 
Tile partial shutdown demonstrated how 
dependent the nation’s major businesses and 
industries are on an efficient and functioning 
postal service and two major points emerged 
from the situation. 
• Because of inadequate salaries and bene­ 
fits, postal workers are willing to defy the law 
which forbids them to strike as well as federal 
court action which ordered them back to their 
jobs; 
• Regardless of the merits of the demands 
bv postal workers, speedy and efficient delivery 
of mail is essential and should not be interrupted 
at any time. 
At stake are the rights of the entire popu­ 
lation whose livelihood is closely tied to the op­ 
eration of the postal system. 
* 
* 
* 
The U. S. Postal Sendee, stretching into 
every residence in the nation, is far from a sat­ 
isfactory operation. It is inefficient; its mechan­ 
ical plant is outmoded; its personnel and policies 
suffer from the poor management implicit in 
an arrangement where matters of budget, sal­ 
aries, rates and appointments are decided by 
535 Congressional overseers. 
Reorganization of the Post Office as a gov­ 
ernment corporation, 
independently 
managed 
and subject to a minimum of Congressional su­ 
pervision, however, could eliminate the deficien­ 
cies and deficits. Instead of losing $1.2 billion 
a year, a reorganized post office might be self- 
sufficient by 1976. By floating bonds, a postal 
corporation would be able to modernize postal 
facilities without waiting hat-in-hand for the 
uncertain sanction of a Congress occupied with 
a thousand other problems. 
The Nixon Administration has given postal 
reform a high priority and if Congressmen can 
be persuaded of the bipartisan benefits in taking 
the post office out of politics and out of debt the 
nation’s mail users will be the winners.

The strike of postal workers in several met­ 
ropolitan centers created havoc throughout the 
nation and focused attention on the dire need 
for a nationwide mail distribution system attn- 
ped of patronage and other political privileges. 
But this was just a warmup for the main event 
— a nationwide strike — if there isn’t agree­ 
ment on a pay increase by Thursday. 
The union leadership 
is expressing opti­ 
mism that a nationwide walkout won’t be nec­ 
essary — that a settlement can be reached. The 
nation must keep its fingers crossed that this is 
the case. 
Settlement of this particular problem, how­ 
ever, won’t solve the overall deficiencies in the 
postal system. A new approach is needed, both 
for the employes and for the public. 
The people of the nation have been footing 
the bill for an inefficient operation for too long. 
Reform won’t change the base of operations — 
the people will still pay as they should for the 
service — but in reforming the system there’s 
just the chance that the people will be getting 
their money’s worth. 


The Family Lawyer 


Case Of The Outstretched Arni 
Bookkeeper Jenkins, arriving at his place of 
employment one wintry morning, reached out 
for the knob on the front door. Unfortunately, 
the sidewalk on which he was standing was 
slick with ice. His foot slipped and down he went, 
suffering painful injuries. 
Could he collect workmen’s compensation? 
Was this an “on-the-job” accident? Jenkins 
argued that it was, because his outstretched arm 
had been across the property line, over the com- 
panvs’ property, at the moment he slipped. 
However, the court denied his claim, noting 
that his feet had still been on the public side­ 
walk. The judge pointed out that it was his foot, 
not his arm, that did the slipping. 
Tile case, although a close one, illustrates 
a common principle of almost all workmen's 
compensation laws. An employee is generally 
covered only while he is on the company’s prem­ 
ises. Off the premises, he is on his own. 
Nevertheless, there are important excep­ 
tions. A workman may be covered off the prem­ 
ises too, if he is still somewhat under the com­ 
pany’s “sphere of influence.” 
Thus, an employe who was hit by a car 
while on his way to lunch was held entitled to 
compensation, when it appeared that his lunch 
hour was paid for by the company. Under these 
circumstances, the court found him to be suf­ 
ficiently “on the job” to be protected. 
By the same token, in another icy sidewalk 
case, the victim did collect compensation because 
of two extra factors in the situation. First, the 
sidewalk was used almost exclusively by com­ 
pany employes. Second, the company was sup­ 
posed to keep it free of ice. 
These factors, said the court, brought the 
sidewalk area within the scope of the job, jus­ 
tifying protection for workmen who were in­ 
jured there. 
As one judge put it: 
“(A workmen's compensation law), because 
of its humaneness, should be interpreted liberal­ 
ly in harmony with its purpose to protect in­ 
jured workmen and their dependents.”

We congratulate Mr. Long on 
adhering to the fact that they 
(the DNR) will not be mo­ 
tivated by an irresistable im­ 
pulse on plantings of coho until 
there has been time to study the 
effects on the native fish within 
the plant areas. 
Mr. Long also deserves much 
credit for the extremely accur­ 
ate, concise and well informed 
articles he wrote in a recent 
series in the Escanaba Daily 
Press.

tem installed on the Haymea­ 
dow will not produce results 
until this year. In other words,

does not know the effect the 
coho have had on native fish 
and will not know until this 
year; therefore, their decision 
to wait on planting the White- 
fish and studying the effects on 
the Haymeadow prior to future 
plantings 
certainly 
deserves 
merit. Mr. Long also stated 
their 
monitoring 
system 
has 
been in effect for three years. 
I have had a personal moni­ 
toring system on the Haymea­ 
dow Creek for 27 years. 
My 
personal 
monitoring 
system 
does not consist of scientific 
shocking devices, nets, floating 
laboratories, etc.; 
and, 
as 
a 
m atter of fact, when shown to 
most people is simply referred 
to as a fish pole. 
However, over the past 27 
years on the Haymeadow, this 
simple fish pole has taught me 
how, when and where I should 
expect to catch brook and rain­ 
bow trout. For 27 years my 
program has been fairly con­ 
sistent, and this coming sum­ 
mer more effort than ever will 
be devoted to the fishing of 
the Haymeadow Creek in an 
effort to compare my monitor­ 
ing system with the DNR’s. 
I would also like to ask my 
fellow trout fishermen not to 
relax their vigil one iota on 
the plantings of coho salmon 
in other area water* because 
somehow, 
someplace, 
some­ 
where the upper waters of the 
Whitefish River 
play a very 
definite part with the DNR in 
the future coho program of this 
community. It seems to me, we 
have only 
completed 
round 
one. We ask that results from 
all monitoring system* be com­ 
pletely analyzed and weighed 
before any further coho plant- 
rings are made. 
I would also ilk* to thank 


the Escanaba Daily Press for 
its concise, complete and im­ 
partial handling of this 
coho 
issue. Without tile Daily Press, 
the m atter certainly could not 
have been brought to the at­ 
tention of as many people as 
it has and certainly would not 
have taken the 
turn 
that it 
has. 
I would like to promise to 
make a report of my personal 
monitoring system on the Hay­ 
meadow Creek for 1970 after 
the close of the trout season— 
a report as to the effect the 
coho salmon have had on the 
brook trout in this stream, and 
whether or not, in the w riter’s 
opinion, they have been detri­ 
mental, beneficial or impartial.

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Auto Industry Slowdown 
I furling Hard Core Group 


By C harles C. Caln 
DETROIT (AP) — “For tile 
first tiime in my life I can walk 
down the street with my bead 
held high. I hope lo God nothing 
happens to change that.” 
Those are the sentiments of 
38-year-old Harry Palmer, one 
time prison inmate and itiner­ 
ant laborer, who made the tran- 
I sition from virtual idleness in 
Detroit’s inner city to r regular 
job in an auto plaint. 
Rough Going 
For Harry and some 30,000 of 
his fellow hard core workers 
who survived the switch to fac­ 
tory jobs, the big threats now 
are the layoffs as the auto busi­ 
ness encounters rough going. 
Ken Ban non, national director 
of the United Auto Workers’ 
Ford departm ent, summed it up 
this way, “Most of them have 
known nothing but unemploy­ 
ment ail! their lives. To throw 
them back on the scrap heap 
now is not the right thing to do. 
They would go back to the ghet­ 
to and lose the hope they now 
have.” 
Another high ranking UAW ex­ 
ecutive, Doug Fraser, head of 
the union’s Chrysler department 
added. “The resulting sense of 
frustration could lead to flare­ 
ups of violence because hopes 
raised 
and 
then 
dashed 
are 
the most dangerous kind of so­ 
cial tinder.” 
Ashes Still Warm 
The 
highly publicized hard 
core 
hiring 
program 
was 
launched late in the summer of 
1967 when the ashes of Detroit’s 
riot ravaged areas were still 
warm. 
Ford Motor Co. took the lead 
as Bt set up two centers in the 
heart of Detroit’s predominantly 
black inner city and began hir­ 
ing. 
Palmer, one of the first to be 
hired, recalled, "I really did not 
believe it when I heard they 
were hiring men with no reading 
and writing tests as before with 
full knowledge of any criminal 
records they might have had. It 
was like a dream come true. I 
went to the center, answered a 
few questions and was given a 
physical exam right then.” 
No Old Malarkey 
He 
continued, 
“There 
was 
none of the old malarkey about 
'Come around to the plant in an­ 
other week or two for another 
interview and we may have 
something .. promises of 
the 
type easily made and quickly 
1 forgotten.” He was at work in 
Ford within two weeks. In his 
two years, he got a promotion at 
Ford’s sprawling Rouge plant 
implanted in the heart of the 
Ford automotive empire 
and 
now is a quality control man in 
the foundry. 
Chrysler quickly joined in the 
inner 
city 
hiring 
activities 
while General Motors went alter 


the same work force but in a 
slightly difference manner as it 
made its lwsic approach through 
the National Alliance for Bus- 
nessmen (NAB). 
Result* Same 
Regardless of method, the re­ 
sults were about the same and 
soon thousands of the city’s {xxir 
— who previously had been able 
to get only occasional day work 
as auto wash stand employes or 
handball 
distributors — found 
themselves working in a factory 
and getting a weekly pay check. 
Not all found the transition 
easy. 
Harry Washington, who 
was the member of Ford’s labor 
relations staff delegated to han­ 
dle the firm’s hard core hiring 
program, said, “ Absenteeism is 
the sore point af the program. If 
a man is not used to working 
five days a week and getting up 
each day to get to work, the 
change is a rough one. 
Some Drift Away 
“ A lot of the hard cole work­ 
ers drift away from us in the 
first weeks and months of their 
employment, 
but 
our 
studios 
have 
shown 
that the percent 
who stay with us Is about the 
same as that shown in the work 
force which is hiring through 
normal hiring channels.” 
Under the Ford and General 
Motors programs. the hard core 
work 
applicants 
were 
given 
brief indoctrination courses by a 
foreman or other specially se­ 
lected 
supervisors . and 
then 
were put to the work. The su­ 
pervisors themselves had been 
given special sensitizing cautions 
about handling of the hard core 
trainees and were told of the 
necessity of being extra patient 
with them during the breaking 
in period. 
Chrysler used 
more formal 
training courses before the men 
W'ere sent to their work, whether 
it be on an assembly line os 
whatever. 
Program Gets Jolt 
Chrysler^ on-the-job training 
program got a jolt in * early 
March of this year when a $3.8 
million federal contract to train 
4.450 hard core unemployed with 
the government wras canceled. 
This w’as offset when Chrysler 
got three additional NAB con­ 
tracts for upgrading 3.000 disad­ 
vantaged persons currently on 
the corporation’s payrolls, an 
upgrader training program for 
1.000 persons in the dealership 
mechanics 
training 
program 
and a second contract covering 
another 1.000 dealer mechanics 
in a different type training pro­ 
gram. 
Tile big problem continued to 
be layoffs and neither tile work­ 
ers themselves, the comj/anies 
nor the UAW could do much 
about it. 
First To Be Released

authorities are illegally

The report of the committee 
headed by Sen. George S. Mc­ 
Govern, D-S.D., was based on 
field studies last summer in sev­ 
en states and the District of Co­ 
lumbia. 
Besides the supplemental food 
program for would-be mothers 
and 
children, 
the 
committee 
staff also studied a project to 


provide food for children in day 
care 
centers 
and other 
non- 
school programs. 
In evaluating the special non­ 
school food program, the com­ 
mittee 
said emphasis 
was 
placed on established day care 
institutions with little effort to 
seek out areas of need. 
“ This resulted, especially in 
inner city areas, in an exclusion 
of small neighborhood day care 
centers which might not qualify 
for a state license or have the 
legal expertise to acquire a non­ 
profit rating.” the report said, 
adding “ Yet these are the cen­ 
ters that are most in need." 
The report generally praised 
another part of the 
program 
dealing with nutrition aides. 
But the panel stressed “ The 
aides have nothing tangible to 
give—neither 
money 
nor 
food 


"Because they do not have re­ 
sources to overcome this basic 
weakness, they are often pre­ 
vented from performing their 
services, that of providing use­ 
ful nutrition information.”
